The T w j Decisions. 
The two decisions of the Supreme 
Court—one rendered a year or more 
ago and the other quite recently—af­ 
fecting the Spring Valley Water Com­ 
pany, do not appear to us to be so 
contradictory as some of our cotempo­ 
raries are disposed to regard them. 
The two opinions are based on very 
different grounds. In the first, the 
point determined was whether, in con­ 
sideration of certain privileges granted 
by the city to the company, stated ae- 
eommoiations could be claimed for 
the city, as promised by the company. 
In other words, the company agreed 
to furnish water for certain purposes 
without charge, accepting in payment 
therefor the privileges named in the 
franchise. 
The first, opinion was 
based on the statement here set forth. 
The Court held that the company were 
but complying with their contract, 
and so long as the city maintained the 
corporation’s right to the exclusive en­ 
joyment of those privileges, the city 
was entitled to the agreed price of 
those privileges—which was the free 
use of water for certain purposes—and 
it was decided that thecompany could 
not collect rent for water so used. In 
the second decision the Court held 
that the company could collect for the 
water so furnished by the city, but in 
reaching that opinion it lays down a 
principle which will prove far more 
damaging to the water company of 
San Francisco and to all other holders 
of special - privilege franchises than 
they are at present willing to admit. 
It denies the right of the Legislature 
to grant special franchises of any bind 
whatever. The first decision consid­ 
ered the conditions and stipula­ 
tions of a contract, while the second 
deotsion is based on the legality 
of the contract itself. In tho first 
case the Court examined only the 
compact between the city and the 
company, and held both parties to the 
fulfillment of their promises. In the 
second case the Court went farther 
back, and finding the contract null, 
because unconsititutional, held that 
us the city could not guarantee the 
promised reward for free water it must 
pay for it in coin. The decision says 
in effect to the water companj" you 
cannot longer enjoy the especial priv­ 
ileges you have been exercising, and 
as the law does not require you to give 
something for nothing you may col­ 
lect for your water. It does not re­ 
quire a great amount of common 
sense and legal knowledge to enable 
one to understand liow the same 
bench could render those two opinions 
without a thought of contradiction or 
stultification. They do not conflict 
and we have shown that both are 
strictly correct. The right of a Legis- 
liture to donate gifts at tlie expense of 
the public has always been regarded 
as a doubtful right. The exercise of 
this doubtful right has been so fre­ 
quent that it has cost the people of 
this State millions of dollars. There 
seems to be no more reason why a 
man or company should be given the 
exclusive right to sell a town water 
or gas than that one man or company 
should hold the sole right to supply a 
town with beef or flour. Such fran­ 
chises always create a monopoly and 
the Legislature has no right to im­ 
pose a monopoly on the people. The 
decision of the Supreme Conrt is that 
the people should not be duped into 
making special privilege compacts, 
but when they are so duped, the Leg­ 
islature shall not ratify them. 


Free Speech and Free Press. 
A late number of the Evening Ex­ 
press contains an editorial in which a 
recent decision of the Supreme Court 
of this State is severely criticised, and 
the Court istelf spoken of in terms the 
reverse of complimentary. This a free 
country, and the right of every man 
to express his opinion of everybody 
else is one of the inalienable privileges 
that grew out of the Revolution, and 
has propagated itself from generation 
to generation, until every American 
citizen would feel that his rights were 
invaded and his liberties threatened, 
if he could not indulge in an occasion­ 
al swear at tho President or any 
member of his Cabinet. 
“ Free 
Speech and Free Press” are senti­ 
ments we all indorse until we happen 
to feel the lash of one or both of these 
powers; after that we are not so en­ 
thusiastic on the subject of freemen’s 
rights It may be as the Express says, 
that our Supreme Court is a disgrace 
to the State, but the recent decision of 
that Court denying the right of the 
Legislature to grant special and ex­ 
clusive franchises to individuals and 
corporations, is no evidence of such 
disgrace. The principle on which this 
decision is based is one of great impor­ 
tance to the people of California, and 
the sooner the theory that a few men 
in ay be enriched through the bestowal 
of exclusive privileges, at the expense 
and inconvenience of the many, is 
effectually exploded, the better it will 
he for the people. The last decision of 
the Supreme Court, in the Spring Val­ 
ley Water Company’s case, is the cor­ 
rect oue. 


Death on Bugs. 
An exchange tells of a farmer in 
Indiana who purchased one of the 
small Babcock fire extinguishers under 
the impression that it might save his 
house or barn from being burned. No 
opportunity occurred to use the instru­ 
ment for the purpose intended and 
after it had laiu around the house a 


couple of years, oue day the farmer 
strapped it on his back and went out 
into the garden, re9olyed to squirt the 
contents of the machine without fur- 
therdelay. The first thing on which 
he turned the pipe was a patch of half 
bug-eaten potato plants. 
In a few 
moments he noticed the ground cov­ 
ered with dead potato-bugs, and by 
the time the machine was empty not 
a live hug could be found in the gar­ 
den, and the farmer had found a new 
and valuable use for his Babcock ex­ 
tinguisher. The experiment of the 
Indiana farmer has suggested the pos­ 
sibility that the chemical compound 
used in the extinguisher may he use­ 
ful in killing the insects that some­ 
times damage tho trees and fruit of 
this country. 


Alarmed. 
. 
The Santa Barbara Press sees cause 
for alarm in tho recent race of the 
Granada and Vasco de Gama bet ween 
San Francisco aud Yokohama, and 
fears we shall soon have to record the 
harrowing details of an explosion at 
sea. We have no means of knowing 
just how great a pressure the boilers 
of these two steamers were required to 
sustain. Nothing serious, we imagine, 
as steamship companies now-a-days 
have a horror of large coal bills. The 
other “race" cited by the Press—that 
of the steamers Los Angeles and Sen­ 
ator—was also free of danger, for after 
the first hour the vessels were so dis­ 
tant from each other that there was 
no longer cause for excitement. In 
eighteen hours‘the Los Angeles was 
about one hundred miles nearer San 
Francisco than the Senator. Such 
“ racing” is not dangerous to the trav­ 
eling public. 
A l a d y correspondent has written 
the editor of the H e b a l d a pretty lit­ 
tle note, in which she desires to know 
if comets are dangerous. For the life 
of us, we cannot answer this question 
satisfactorily. Comets are dangerous 
or not, just as it happens. The comet 
is a good deal like a woman—a pretty 
one. We have read that comets are 
capable of doing much harm, hut we 
never knew of their doing any serious 
damage. They frighten the ignorant, 
but those who have studied their na­ 
ture do not fear them. Here again 
they resemble woman in being very 
eccentric. They move rapidly, but 
you can never tell within a neighbor 
or two where they are going nor when 
they will be back. Fair lady, the 
comet is not more dangerous than 
yourself. 


Proiessor Denton’s Second Lecture. 
Professor Denton gave his second 
lecture at Grange Hall last night to a 
large and intelligent audience. He 
reviewed the main points of his pre­ 
vious lecture, dwelling upon the great 
heat of the earth and the millions of 
years the earth has been assuming its 
present form. Lava was thrown out 
three hundred years ago in such quan­ 
tities in Mexico that it is not cold yet. 
When scientists now begin tocompute 
the time which has passed, they are 
baffled as soon as they begin. Just as 
the earth is forming now, so has it 
been forming for myriads of ages. 
There lias been a stormy time in the 
history of our planet, in its upheav- 
ings, eruptions and explosions. In 
studying geology, the first formation 
of rock we find is granite—the mother 
of rocks; the second, quartz; third, 
feldspar, and fourth, mica. We find 
granite in the lowest, at the bottom, 
and in the highest formations, at the 
top of the highest mountains. Al­ 
though found at the bottom, it lias 
been thrown to the top. Next to the 
granite we find the metamorphic. 
This, too, represents the no-life period. 
While our earth was swinging round 
and subjected to these upheav­ 
ing* and convulsions, the rocks 
were worn down and the hills 
were thrown up, and the soil 
formed. The great body of metals are 
found in the metamorphic formations. 
The miner recognizes this fact in find­ 
ing the metallic deposits in the crev­ 
ices where they were lodged as they 
were thrown out from the interior of 
the earth. The heaviest minerals are 
deepest in the earth. There is more 
gold in the center or interior of ttic 
earth than we can imagine. He spoke 
of the immense deposits of copper in 
the mines of Lake Superior. He 
explained how the various met­ 
als had been thrown out and 
deposited on or near the surface. 
But, he said, my subject to-night is 
the development of life. The fossilif- 
erous rocks were the last formed, and 
in this formation we find the first life. 
We must understand zoology to com­ 
prehend the wonders of geology—only 
by studying the present animal king­ 
dom in connection with the geological 
formation of the-earth, can we go back 
to the base of the animal kingdom. It 
is such a satisfaction to the geologist 
to find that zoology and geology agree 
in all points. Delve as deep as you 
will into either, light is thrown upon 
the other. We trace the depth of the 
rock formation only where there have 
been great upheavings and the rock 
tilted up edgewise, and by examina­ 
tion the nearer we approach the sur­ 
face we find the rocks crowded witli 
shells, once the habitation of animal 
life. Life and death have always gone 
hand in hand through all stages of 
animal life. More blood has been 
shed than there is water on the earth, 
and life is ouly now sustained by re­ 
production. 
The learned lecturer 
traced the different stages of animal 
life, from the lowest through every 
phase up to the highest—-man. We 
are the highest form of life, and we 
could not exist, had not the lowest form 
existed. Fishes were the first active 
animals, but they were few in num 
her and «mall in size. The first forms 
of fishes had no back bones. The 
Professor dwelt at length on the ex­ 
istence of oil. Where did it come 
from ? its origin, etc., reviewed his 
investigations in the vicinity of. San­ 
ta Barbara and Carpenteria. He is 
convinced that it comes from the coral 
formation. He spoke of an extinct 
continent, once lying tothe west of us. 
But time will not permit us to follow 
the lecturer any more at length. He 
displayed perfect mastiry of his sub­ 
ject aud a wonderful depth of Investi­ 
gation into these hidden sciences. 
The Professor has the faculty of carry- 
inghi9 audieucewith him to a won­ 
derful exteut. The subject evening is 
coal.

Wool Mnrkcl. 
B oston, July 15.—The demand for 
nearly all kinds of wool is steady, al­ 
though some manufacturers are dis­ 
posed to hold back and bear the mar­ 
ket in anticipation of easier prices. 
Large receipts tend to give the im­ 
pression to buyers that a lower range 
of prices may prevail, but stocks have 
only begun to accumulate. As supplies 
now arriving cost comparatively high 
rates in the interior, receivers are 
ouly willing to sell when a fair profit 
is realized. Combings and delaine 
fleeces aro sought after, all available 
lots are readily taken at current rates, 
Most of the large mills have a supply 
for the present, hut many of them 
cannot keep out of the market for any 
length of time. Foreign advices are 
still quite favorable, and there is no 
margin for shipments to this side.

N ew Yo r k, July 15.—The rally in 
the stock market at its close to-day 
was chiefly in sympathy with the 
rise in Pacific Mail to 44jj, and in the 
Panama road to 10J; which stocks ad­ 
vanced on a rumor that the Pacific 
Mail Company had leased the Panama 
road. The facts in the case are as fol­ 
lows: The Directors of both compa­ 
nies have been talking over the sub­ 
ject for months and a committee ap­ 
pointed by a joint meeting of the Di­ 
rectors on Tuesday has the matter 
in charge. The plan proposed is for 
the Pacific Mail Company to make an 
arrangement of some kind to operate 
the Panama road, as neither company 
can lease to each other, according to 
their charters; besides this arrange­ 
ment, it is proposed that the Pacific 
Mail Company relay the Panama 
road with steel rails, as the old iron 
rails are worn out; pay interest on the 
Panama Company’s bonded debt ; pro­ 
vide for sinking fund, and pay twelve 
per cent, per annum for the Panama 
stockholders in quarterly installments; 
after this, give Panama Company half 
of the net earnings. The plan will 
probably be adopted. 
The Pacific Mail Company have con­ 
tracted for the construction of a new 
steamer.

Workmen commenced to tear down 
Mr. Ducommun’s old building on the 
corner of Main and Commercial streets 
yesterday, to give place for the large 
a nd elegant structure soon to be erected 
there. 
The rooms in the upper story of 
Lanfranco’s building, lately rebuilt, 
will be finished in about a week. They 
are finely arranged, roomy and well 
ventilated, and will all make fine 
offices. 
The H erai.d yesterday lning out its 
banner on the outer walls in the 
shape of a tine sign raised above the 
sidewalk in front of the office.

San Fernando Valley and City. 


Continued from yesterday's Issue. 
The purchase recently made by Sen­ 
ator Maclay occupies the northeastern 
portion of the valley, and embraces 
56,000 acres. His south line, running 
diagonally across the valley, is twen­ 
ty-three miles long, and the average 
width of the tract between five and 
six miles. We have spoken suffi­ 
ciently of the climate and soil of the 
valley in general to be well under­ 
stood, and need only repeat here that 
we believe this to lie one of the best 
grape-growing regions we have seen. 
There is no alkali on tills tract. Now, 
about a water supply. That has been 
the great question relative to this 
tract. This is a vital question; for 
while in a season like this, most crops, 
fruit trees and vines, may do well, yet 
in dry seasons irrigation will undoubt­ 
edly be necessary over most of this 
tract. This undoubtedly was so two 
or three generations ago, when the 
Padres operated here so largely, and 
there was then most certainly a water 
supply, for wherever you go on this 
tract, on the more elevated portions, 
the old ditches are visible on every 
hand, and manifestly the water was 
taken from the Pacoyme river, which 
comes from the canon about three 
miles east of the new city. These 
facts exist; we cannot get rid of them. 
They cannot be controverted or gain- 
sayed. Now, all we have to do is to 
deal with facts; and such tacts as these: 
This land lies just where it did and 
just as it did seventy-five years ago, 
and the Pacoyme flows as it did then, 
As it was made to water this region 
then, so it can now, witti the same en­ 
gineering skill and labor. Here are 
natural reservoirs, which with a little 
labor could he made to gather the 
waters of the Payeoine during Winter 
and hold them lor Spring and Bum­ 
mer use iri sufficient quantities lo irri­ 
gate the entire tract. This is our firm 
belief, and anyone will, we think, be 
convinced of this by an investigation, 
which we only ask. Besides, here are 
some of the largest springs we ever 
saw. just above the new city, which if 
excavated and utilized will afford 
water beyond all present estimation. 
One of these springs, one and a half 
miles above the town and at an el va- 
tion of sixty-live feet, covers four or 
five acres and in places is five to ten 
feet deep and as cold as any mountain 
spring. We verily believe if this great 
spring was cleared out and its water 
utilized, it would supply the city of 
Los Angeles. This certainly will af­ 
ford an excellent water supply for the 
new city. 
Very little has been said of the Sul­ 
phur .spring, situated about four miles 
north of the town and the same dis­ 
tance from the Old Mission, in the 
edge of the mountains, at an olevu- 
tion, we think, of not moro than 250 
or 300 feet above the valley, its loca­ 
tion is a delightful one, and so easy of 
access that a buggy or carriage ean he 
driven with ease to it, and the entire 
distance is a beautiful drive. It fur­ 
nishes quite a copious flow, even in its 
natural state. We think the waters 
are stronger and superior toany spring 
on this coast, and we have had th'e 
pleasure of visiting nearly all. It ap­ 
proaches more nearly the quality of 
the celebrated Blue Lick Spring’s 
waters, in Kentucky, than any we 
bave ever seen. 
There are indications of oil near 
here. 
, 
THE NEW TOWN 
Is only about two months old, at the 
present terminus of the Los Angeles 
Division of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road, twenty-two miles from this city. 
The town site is beautiful—being al­ 
most perfectly level, with just decliv­ 
ity enough to the southwest for good 
drainage. An important feature of 
this new town is, the town lots are 
only laid off’ on the west side of the 
railroad, while a large tract on the 
east side is laid out in forty-acre blocks 
for farming and fruit-raising. A cap­ 
ital idea; and it pleases us to see Mr. 
Maclay so anxious to sell these, and 
holding out so many inducements to 
agriculturists and horticulturists to 
try their fortunes in this rich, beauti­ 
ful valley and adjoining a new and 
rising town. 
It is not far to wood in tlie moun­ 
tains, and has an excellent water 
supply from the springs before men­ 
tioned,. beside wells. About thirty 
buildings now constitute the little 
city, and almost every day one is seen 
rising into form. 
Dr. L. Dexter Lyford of this city 
makes tri-weekly visits to Ban Fer­ 
nando to look after tlie sanitary con­ 
dition of her people, and through his 
influence a small drug store, in con­ 
nection with B. Worms’ variety store, 
is just opening, 
A hotel, eating-house, groceries, 
saloons, etc., are getting in shape to 
do business, and things in general 
look rather business-like. 
Senator 
Maclay proposes to give land for a 
church and parsonage, and aid mate­ 
rially in erecting the first church 
planted here. A school house will 
soon be erected, a district organized 
and a school opened. No time will be 
lost in carrying out this programme. 
The Telegraph Stage Liuo connects 


here daily with the railroad. 
The 
Cerro Gordo Freighting Company, en­ 
caged in freighting the Cerro Gordo 
crude bullion from Owens Lake to the 
the railroad at this place, does an im­ 
mense business, and forms an impor­ 
tant feature in the business of this 
place. The distance is nearly two 
hundred miles. They have twelve 
stations. They run regular trains of 
twelve and fourteen mule teams, two 
leaving each morning and two arriv­ 
ing each night, employing about one 
hundred men and five hundred mules 
and horses in all. They bring in sov- 
enteen tons of bullion daily—over five 
hundred tons a month. The teams 
carry up daily fourteen tons of freight 
and feed. They have a grist mill here 
which grinds ten tons of feed daily, 
and warehouse capacity for storing 
from two hundred and fifty to three 
hundred tons of grain. They run four 
forges in their blacksmith shops. 
This isb ut one of California’s large en­ 
terprises. If the railroad company 
would run an evennig train to Ban 
Fernando, returning in the morning, 
instead of a noon train and returning al­ 
most immediately, it would be very 
much to the interest of this new place, 
and we think to the company also. 
Many would visit this place to stop 
over night who do not wish to go up 
and return so soon, and who do not 
care about stopping twenty-four hours. 
At any rate, no more pleasant trip 
can be made from this city, than to 
the renowned Old Mission of San Fer­ 
nando, and this new town and the 
Bulphur Springs, in this beautiful val­ 
ley. 


Common Council Proceedings. 


T h u r s d a y , July 16, 1871. 
The Council met at the usual hour 
with the following members present: 
Dockweiler, Gerkins. Huber, Work­ 
man, Chavis and Sabichi. Absent: 
De Celis, Mascarel, and Beaudry. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 
A communication from the City At­ 
torney was presente I, stating that 
the suit against Signoret has been ap­ 
pealed to the Supreme Court; n!so 
that of the city vs. the City W ater 
Works Company, which has been de­ 
cided in favor of the city, will be ap­ 
pealed; requesting the privilege of 
having the abstracts printed at the 
H e r a l d office, under contract. He 
stated that there seems to be some 
difficulty in procuring the necessary 
bond to file in Court upon taking out 
an injunction against the proprietors 
of the Feliz ranch, hut the suit can be 
commenced without said injunction. 
In the matter of securing counsel for 
his assistance in the approaching suit, 
he named his assistants as Messrs. 
Thom & Ross. Their terms will be. 
for the District Court, $500; if carried 
into the Supreme Court of the State, 
$500 additional, and if taken to the 
Bupreme Court of the United States, 
$1,000 for the whole suit, including all 
services and expenses. 
By permission, Mr. Bell addressed 
the Council on the subject of the water 
d teh in dispute. He stated that him­ 
self and neighbors were being ruined 
for want of the usual supply for irri­ 
gating their trees and crops. He pro­ 
tested against the inauguration of a 
suit which would drag along fora term 
of four or five years, in the meantime 
ruining all the parties irrigating from 
the W ooh n Mill ditch, lie proposed 
that a sufficient number of deputies 
be given to the Zanjero to enable him 
to protect the water in the ditch and 
prevent the owners of the Feliz ranch 
from using it. Upon that ranch there 
are some one hundred and fifty acres 
of corn and a few trees. In case of 
such proceedings the woist result 
could only be a suit against the ciiy 
for the cost of these crops, and that 
would not amount to one-half of the 
sum proposed to he paid the lawyers 
for conducting the case. 
The Zanjero being called upon for 
information stated that there is one 
head of water running in the Woolen 
Mill ditch—about one-half the usual 
amount. 
On motion the report of tire City 
Attorney was received and he was 
authorized to have the abstracts 
printed as required; also to employ 
Messrs. Thom & Ross to assist him 
in the suit against the proprietors of 
the Feliz Ranch, 
The City Surveyor presented a re­ 
port of public works done during the 
week. Filed. 
The City Surveyor reported that the 
law requires estimates to be made out, 
of work to be done on streets in front 
of each lot and each fraction of a lot. 
These estimates should be kept in a 
book for convenient reference as all 
assessments against tiie property for 
improvements must be based upon 
them. He recommended that a com­ 
mittee he appointed to arrange a sys­ 
tem for the same as well as to fix the 
payment for such work, together with 
the other expenses of improvements. 
Received and committee appointed 
consisting of Messrs. Workman, Mas­ 
carel and Gerkins. 
The Board of Public Works re­ 
ported as follows: “ The Board recom­ 
mends that property owners on Sain- 
sevuin street be notified to remove 
their fences or other obstructions from 
the street, so as to leave the same fifty 
feet wide. The Board calls the atten­ 


tion of the Council to an infraction of 
the ordinances of the city by Mr. 
Mesmer building a stairway and oc­ 
cupying about four feet of the side­ 
walk, on Los Angeles street. They 
also call the attention of the Council 
to the railroad track built by Messrs. 
Perry, Woodworth & Co., on Commei- 
cial street, whiclf railroad track ex­ 
tends sixteen feet into said Commer­ 
cial street.” On motion, the report 
was received and the City Clerk au­ 
thorized to notify the parties to re­ 
move obstructions, as stated. 
The Committee on Lands reported 
the petition of Mariano Chavez and 
Carmen Barreras, requesting further 
time. Report filed and time granted. 
A coinnninieat ion from Bacriste & 
Sons was presented, referring to the 
required payment of $188 50, one-half 
of the expenses of cleaning and re­ 
pairing the Woolen Mill ditch. They 
stated that they had already been at 
heavy expense in cleaning and repair­ 
ing the said ditch, and by the pay­ 
ment of this amount their outlay for 
the s;vne would amount to$612. They 
objected to the payment of the hill, as 
desired. On motion, the communica­ 
tion was received and the City Clerk 
authorized to notify Sacriste & Sons 
that if the hill is not paid, suit will be 
commenced by the city. 
A petition was presented from prop­ 
erty owners on the west side of New 
High street, requesting that said 
street be graded and defined so as to 
give access to their property. Re­ 
ferred to the Board of Public Works. 
A petition from property owners 
was presented praying for the opening 
of Hope street from Sixth to Seventh 
streets. Referred to the Board of Public 
Works. 
A petition was presented from Jean 
Dererede praying fora quit-claim deed 
from the city for certain property now 
occupied by him. Referred lo the*Com­ 
mittee on Lands. 
The City Clerk presented the blank 
bonds printed by the H e r a l d Office, 
which are to be issued for the purchase 
of depot grounds for the use of the S. 
P. It. R. Received, and the subject of 
their issue referred to the City Attor­ 
ney.Mr. Workman moved to reconsider 
the action of the Council in voting $8(1 
to Mr. Harris for his services during 
the month of May. Carried. On mo­ 
tion, the amount was fixed at $40, and 
allowed. 
Mr. Workman s'atcd that Mr. Man­ 
ning, who is making a new water 
ditch along the line of Zanja No. 7, is 
obstructing the zanja, and moved that 
tin* City Surveyor lie instructed to see 
that the water is not obstructed. Car­ 
ried.Mr. Huber presented a pet ition from 
the Fire Company asking for the pur­ 
chase of new ladders, and the improve­ 
ment of the old ones; also six lanterns, 
one dozen hose straps and one ton of 
coal. On moti m tlie petition was 
granted, and tlie Committee on Fire 
and Water instructed to make pur­ 
chases required. 
Mr. Sabichi requested to be excused 
from the Committee appointed to se­ 
cure bonds for the city on commencing 
the suit against the proprietors of the 
Feliz Ranch. On motion he was ex­ 
cused. 
Mr. Sabichi called the attention of 
I lie Council to the nuisance still exist­ 
ing on Los Angeles street in the shape 
of low drinking saloons and houses of 
ill-fume. Mr. Dockweiler thought 
ihat the Council had performed its 
duty in the premises, and that it now 
rests entirely with the police force to 
enforce the Ordinance as passed. 
Mr. Huber moved that tiio Marshal 
be instructed to exact the bonds pro­ 
vided for by law from all saloon keep­ 
ers, requiring them to keep orderly 
houses. 
• 
Mr. Bahichi moved that a written 
contract be ni ule with Messrs. Thom 
& Ross for their sorviees in the ap­ 
proaching suit. Carried. 
The Council then adjourned. 
The Senator is advertised to sail for 
Ban Francisco on Sunday, July 19th.
